A new extension for Whessoe Limited of Darlington covers 
an area of 295 ft. by 90 ft. wide, with an eaves height of 57 ft. 


Requirements were as shown on the right at A and B. 


These requirements were well met by Redpath Brown & Co., 
Ltd., Edinburgh, by the use of the Dorman Long Universal

The 40-ton cranes run on 36-in. by 16}-in. by 260 Ib. per ft.

Universal 
beams, from the eaves knuckle the section tapers down to a 
site-welded junction with the 24-in. by 12-in. x 100 lb. rafter. 
The rafters follow the desired roof line until the central section 


where—to provide the necessary slope for water-tight glazing 


the roof line is cocked up. The rafters were sawn at a level 


and shop-welded to the required angle. 


The use of Universal beams saved a good deal of time and 


labour, and no compounding of sections was necessary. 


A. Two 80 ft. span heavy-duty cranes, of 40 tons capacity, 


travel in tandem throughout the full length of the building. 


B. It was desired to match the main part of the roof 
contour to that of an adjacent unglazed building, but to 
provide glazing for the central portion: this accounts for 


the unusual roof line.

He might have added that most people 
these days call it WALLSPAN—the 

most widely used curtain wall system 

in the country. 

He could have said too that this contract 
shows Wallspan looking as good on a 
domestic scale as it does on offices and 
factories. These 180 flats have been 
recently erected for the borough of 
Maidstone to rehouse families from 


clearance areas in the town. 
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They are arranged in 4-storey blocks of 12 and 

24 flats, built on a basic ‘ Y’ shaped plan grouped 
round a hexagonal central unit, which contains the 
entrances, stairs and services. The 24-flat blocks 
consist of two normal blocks linked together. 
Sections of Wallspan, each 2 storeys high, clad the 
side of the blocks. Each flat has its own private 
balcony cantilevered from the main floor slabs 
between the Wallspan mullions, which are placed at 
6 foot centres. In order to preserve the continuity 
of the mullions, the balcony floors are formed in a 


T-shape to give them extra external width.

bpm a local planning authority refuses 
to grant planning permission for a building 
proposal and an appeal follows, much publicity 
is given to that appeal. As a result, those 
who are interested or affected may make their 
views known to the Minister of Housing before 
he comes to a decision. On the other hand, 
there have been many instances where some 
objectionable development has taken place 
before local residents had any knowledge of 
the matter at all. 

Slaughter-houses and fish-and-chip shops 


have provided examples; those living nearby 


did not know that an application had 
been made for planning permission. In some 
cases where the matter was decided by a 
planning committee it often happened that 
some local councillors knew nothing of it 
until the development had been under- 
taken. Why, it was asked, could not the public 
be told that applications of this kind were 
being made to the local authority? 

Another even more widespread complaint 
has been that planning permission can be 
sought and sometimes obtained without even 
the owner of the land or property affected 
being aware of what was afoot. A similar 
argument was voiced by agricultural tenants. 

The new Town and Country Planning 
Act, which came into force on August 16, 
has changed all this. In the first place, 
from now on, no one who is not the 
owner or tenant of all the land in question 
may apply for planning permission without 
first notifying all owners and agricultural 
tenants who are affected. Secondly, if in 
future anyone wishes to apply for planning 
permission to carry out one of certain specified 
kinds of development, he must first advertise 
that fact and must make the plans available 
for public inspection. No one may now apply 


CHANGES 


for planning permission or make a planning 
appeal at all without certifying that he has 
either taken the steps mentioned or that they 
do not apply to his case. The detailed pro- 
cedure involved is considered on another page. 

These changes are likely to be welcomed in 
many quarters. Architects interested in the 
environment, local civic societies and preserva- 
tion societies will all be pleased with the 
changes, in principle. When they look at the 
list of developments which must be advertised 
they may be less happy. Much has been 
omitted that could well have been included, 
and some things included that are hard to 
justify. 

In this connection the Minister of Housing 
may have misled Parliament. The special 
classes are set out in the new General Develop- 
ment Order. The Minister indicated in 
Committee that this would be so, but assured 
Members that the House would have an 
opportunity to consider the contents in detail 
when the Order was laid. In fact, the Order 
was laid before the House on the very last 
day of the sitting, so that any debate or 
consideration was rendered impracticable, if 
not impossible. In view of the disappointing 
contents of this Order, this was perhaps 
unfortunate. 

The new arrangements will affect everyone 
concerned with building, and they require 
careful study. Planning applications will 
become more complicated than hitherto and 
there is likely to be a major increase in 
administrative work. Whether the additional 
work will turn out to be justified may well 
depend upon the use to which the public 
make of the new opportunities. It will also 
depend upon whether the new procedure 
causes a slow-down on the planning machine, 
which really needs to be speeded-up. 
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EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


ONE MAN’S MEAT 


My pictures show two plastic litter bins—with 
galvanized steel interiors. The exteriors are made of 
Polyester resin reinforced with glass fibre. The 
design of the smaller is passable but the larger seems 
to me crude and unimaginative. Both can be supplied 
in bright colours. Coloured litter bins have been found 
to attract litter, but the colouring should not be so 
bright as to make the litter bin a piece of litter in its 
own right. However, the design of the bin itself is 
not the real trouble here. An ingenious firm supplies 
the bins free to local authorities, and one look at the 
pictures will tell you why. This horrible idea could 
turn every other lamp post into an advertisement 
hoarding. It is the kind of idea that makes one despair 
of ever having a pleasant townscape. It will be 
interesting to see the reactions of local authorities. Let 
us hope it will do good by spurring them on to provide 
more litter bins at their own expense. 


BULL YARD REUNION 


On another page you will find a letter from Arthur 
Ling announcing a reunion of those who have served 
in the Coventry Architectural and Planning Depart- 
ment. It will be held on Friday, September 18. Write 
to Mr. Ling for full details. The department is shortly 
moving into accommodation specially built for it. The 
Bull Yard building which was, I believe, the original 
Rover car factory is to be pulled down. 


SPEC HOUSING NEW LOOK 


The two pictures of domestic architecture on the 
facing page are not from Denmark but from Scotland. 
They show some built-to-sell houses put up at 
Dunblane by the Weir Housing Corporation. A 
terrace of eight has been built overlooking the golf 
course. The sponsors aim to catch the “young 
executive” market and the houses sell at £4,250. Elec- 
trical floor-warming is used and garages are provided. 
The ground floor is on two levels and there are two 
bedrooms upstairs. The architects were: Law & 
Dunbar-Naismith, of Edinburgh. Here is a speculative 
builder with the right ideas. 


COME AND EAT 


The relationship between the R.I.B.A. and the A.A. 
is quite often misunderstood by the uninformed. 
Members of the latter can quite often be heard explain- 
ing that the A.A. is not a rival show and that the 
majority of its members are also members of the 
R.1.B.A. They hasten to add, however, that the A.A. 
is not an allied society of the R.I.B.A., but is an archi- 
tectural school, usually of course they say the archi- 
tectural school and a club for architects. It is then 
explained to the inquirer that the R.I.B.A. is not really 
a club but a great administrative machine on the 
council of which the A.A., in common with the allied 
societies, is represented. By this time the “uninformed 
person” is becoming confused and irritable. “But you 
have just said that the A.A. is not an allied society of 
the R.1.B.A,” he cries. “Quite so,” replies the member. 
“Then where is the allied society for London if the 
R.1L.B.A. is not a club?” “Well, actually in Bedford 
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Square at the A.A., only it’s not an allied society.” At 
this point the inquiring party, if he happens to be stout, 
collapses. 

Normally speaking, rivalry can hardly be said to 
exist between the R.1.B.A. and the A.A., but an enter- 
taining state of affairs has now arisen. They are com- 
peting for your custom—that is if you happen to be a 
member of both. The A.A. has had a dining room 
for years, the R.I.B.A. started a staff canteen after the 
war and then threw it open to members. It was not a 
very attractive place. Things have changed and, on 
the new top floor by Playne & Lacey, there is now 
a fine dining room decorated, furnished and equipped 
by Margaret Casson. The food is cheap and good, 
and is supplied in considerable variety. There is a 
splendid view from the windows of the new B.B.C. 
building and other national monuments and there is 
always a chance of cornering the secretary or some 
other member of the staff. All this splendid new set- 
up requires is more plain eaters. Think of the con- 
venience to committee men due in one of those 
entrancing rooms on the second floor at 2.15! Think 
of the aesthetic pleasure of eating in one of London’s 
few architect-designed “contemporary” restaurants! 

The A.A. dining room is by comparison too 
traditional for words. The food, plentiful but not 
very varied, is good, but slightly more expensive than 
the R.L.B.A. The A.A. makes a handsome loss on 
its catering, partly because of cheap meals for students, 
but mainly because it has to maintain its catering staff 
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in the vacations when there are no students and no 
functions. The A.A.’s appeal for more lunch-time 
eaters is, in a way, an appeal for charity. If this 
battle for the alimentation of architects were in the 
commercial world it would now take its natural 
course. An Espresso machine at the A.A., a juke box 
at the R.I.B.A., a pop singer at the A.A., two juke 
boxes at the R.I.B.A., South American décor at the 
A.A., Piranesi ditto at the R.I.B.A. and so on, with free 
meals in both. 


R.I.B.A.-IDEAL HOME MAGAZINE 
SMALL HOUSES 


This jointly sponsored competition was held so long 
ago that I had almost forgotten it. The results are 
about to burst on the architectural and speculative 
building world. There were something like 1,500 
entries, of which 30 have received awards and will 
appear in book form. Working drawings of these 30 
may be bought. An exhibition, during which all 
1,500 entries may be seen at one time or another, and 
where the prizewinners will be seen in drawing, and 
some in model, opens at the Building Centre next 
Wednesday. The aim of the competition and resulting 
scheme is to improve the design of houses built for sale 
and in particular to jerk the small builder from his 
out-of-date, between-the-wars pattern book, if he ever 
had one, or from the scribble on the back of that old 
envelope. 

When the scheme was first planned there were some 
protests from provincial architects who claimed that 
their livelihood was threatened. Some of us with 
memories of designing small houses wonder how any 
architect managed to make a profit out of them. The 
success of the scheme will depend in the end on public 
opinion and public opinion will have to be guided by 
a very skilled publicity campaign. I hope this has been 
thought out. 


HEAT AND SOUND INSULATION 


Interest in insulation problems is not now confined 
to architects or other specialists. Large chunks of the 
public now know that you should put something or 
other in the loft and bung up the cracks round your 
windows and doors. (That this may make the fire 
smoke is part of the price you have to pay for scientific 
progress in building.) This information, with a very 
slight knowledge of cavity walls, thermos flasks and 
there being no substitute for wool may turn the man 
in the street into a heat insulation crank, but it does 
mean that living, as most of us do, without central 
heating can be made more bearable at not much cost. 
By and large, people can be said to know about heat 
insulation. 

Sound insulation is quite another matter. Here 
there is ignorance and confusion. The confusion is 
worsened by literature published by some manu- 
facturers. In the public mind sound insulation and 
sound absorption are hopelessly muddled. Far too many 
people think—until they have tried it—that the way 
to reduce the noise of the next door TV is by hanging 
an acoustic quilt on the party wall. It is cold comfort, 
I agree, to someone being driven frantic by neighbourly 
jazz to tell them that by doubling the thickness of the 
party wall some improvement might be brought about. 
Again, elderly people, living in too large houses, quite 
often sink their remaining capital in converting them 
into flats only to find their lives made unbearable by 
the quite ordinary goings-on upstairs. Hopefully they

tack some fibreboard on the ceiling. Too late they 
discover that the sound insulation of floors in existing 
buildings is an expensive job. Had they known they 
might never have embarked upon the conversion. 

This state of affairs will not do. The building 
industry is largely to blame. Small builders in par- 
ticular know next to nothing about sound insulation. 
A campaign is needed to improve the industry’s know- 
ledge of heat insulation and to lay a foundation of 
knowledge about sound insulation. Standards for both 
should be laid down and made compulsory in all new 
house building, not in five years’ time, but now. 

This outburst was provoked by the description in a 
Dutch paper of a West German exhibition on these 
twin subjects. It consisted of over a hundred panels 
on which clear and simple diagrams illustrated the 
various problems and their solutions. This type of 
exhibition would be admirable for Charing Cross 
Underground Station. The exhibition dealt only with 
theory and was not cluttered up with do it yourself 
information. Its lesson was rammed home as a lesson, 
to make people think. In this country, some years ago, 
manufacturers combined to produce useful literature 
on keeping warm. Now we want a campaign on how 
to keep quiet in a noisy world—but no false claims or 
half-truths, please.

Future of the National Parks: 
Nation Must Decide 


Before any fresh Government legislation is brought 
forward to amend the National Parks and Access to the 
Countryside Act, the nation has got to think out more 
clearly than ever what exactly it wants to make of the 
National Parks, said Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, when he addressed the 
conference of National Parks Authorities at Bakewell, 
Derbyshire, recently. 

“They are not to be museums, without life in them; 
everyone agrees on that,” he continued. “Equally they 
are not to be mere holiday resorts, with the Park Planning 
Authority measuring success simply by whether it can 
attract the maximum number of visitors and induce them 
to spend the maximum amount of money—as if it were 
the entertainments committee of a seaside resort. 

“Unless we can carry with us those who have their 
home and earn their daily bread within the National 
Parks—unless we can so administer the parks that we win 
their support for the whole idea—this magnificent purpose 
to which we have set our hand will fail. There can be no 
absolute principles which we should apply blindly, come 
what may. Unless we act reasonably in all things, we 
shall not secure and retain for the long run the genuine 
support of public opinion which we must have if the 
National Parks idea is permanently to flourish and bear 
fruit.” 

Mr. Brooke had said earlier that there were soine pro- 
visions of the 1949 Act that he would like to see amended. 
He had been studying all suggestions for amendments, 
and, if one day it became possible to introduce amending 
legislation, he hoped they could “manage to produce a 
measure which would have something in it for the Com- 
mission, for the Park Planning authorities, for the people 
who live in the National Parks, and for the people who 
come to enjoy their beauty”. 

Turning to the problem of industrial development Mr. 
Brooke said: “It is the fate of a Minister of Housing and 
Local Government that he has constantly to steer a 
course between contraries. It happens time and again 
when deciding difficult planning appeals. I know that 
some of you have criticized me for allowing the nuclear 
power station at Trawsfynydd (see A. & B.N., August 29, 
1957) and the industrial developments at Milford Haven. 

“I would simply ask you to accept it from me that 
none of these decisions is easy. We all tend to think there 
is too much planning restriction when we are not allowed 
to do what we want, and too little when our neighbours 
are allowed to do something that we don’t want. My 
task, which I try to fulfil as well as I can, is in the words 
of the Hobhouse Report: ‘To ensure that the irreplaceable 
values for which these areas have been chosen are given 
due weight in the national balance.’ 

“Whenever a decision to allow industrial development 
in a National Park is eventually given, it is never the case 
that the beauty and the remoteness have not been con- 
sidered. The scales are heavily tipped in their favour from 
the outset, but sometimes there may be exceptional weight 
on the other side. We cannot be left behind in a changing 
world; but we will not spoil our heritage for ever for lack 
of care and thought.”

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Architects in Industry Group 


Since July, 1958, eighteen architects, employed full time in 
industrial companies, have been meeting at the R.I.B.A. 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Stuart Bentley on the 
invitation of the ad hoc committee on representation of 
members in salaried employment and review of structure 
of the profession. Now the group is to continue on a 
more permanent basis, using f«cilities at the R.1.B.A., with 
the object of discussing comrnon interests for this large 
body of architects who handle work something in the 
region of £275 million annually. The group's immediate 
purpose is to find ways of improving the quality of its 
work and the extent to which architects are engaged to 
do it. It will start by exchanging information on adminis- 
trative and technical matters, status in relation to 
engineers, and the degree of authority and architectural 
freedom. In the first instance membership will be 
limited to architects working for manufacturing com- 
panies but the group hopes later to invite private archi- 
tects interested in industrial work to join the discussions. 

The first aim of the group when founded in 1958— 
which was to provide the R.I.B.A. with data on this side 
of the profession—has been accomplished.

The L.C.C. have also approved a scheme, in agreement 
with the Ashford Urban District Council and subject to 
the approval of the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, for the erection, at Ashford, of about 4,250 
dwellings for Londoners over a period of about 15 years. 
The Ashford Council would undertake the development 
with financial assistance from the L.C.C.

SPRING AT SOUTHPORT 
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The 33rd spring meeting of the Town Planning Institute held at Southport on 2/ and 
22 May, 1959, is reviewed here by J. C. Craig, AR.I.C.S., AM.T.P.1., Group Planning 
Officer, Town Planning Division, L.C.C. 


D you have a successful conference? someone asked. 
The answer is: how do you measure success at a 
professional conference? Many resorts now claim the 
distinction of being the best or most favoured conference 
town. At the spring meeting of the Town Planning 
Institute this honour was proudly claimed by Southport 
where the matter has undoubtedly been studied. The 
taxi driver from the station, on the wet and windy day 
of arrival, was anxious to know the type, strength and 
prestige of the gathering. A leading hotel quoted special 
conference rates and one felt the eyes of the local people 
follow one about with a_here’s-another-of-these-confer- 
ence-chaps look about them. Southportians proclaim that 
Lord Street is the finest shopping street in England, but, 
in a small voice, one might reply how about Cheltenham, 
which it somewhat resembles? Cheltenham is also a 
leading conference town; the finest and—— 

Some walked to the end of the mile-long pier on the 
eve of the opening. The gale was fierce, the night gloom 
descending, the end of the pier had a pub. A notice 
in red bluntly warned that it was dangerous to get too 
close to those who fished. This air of gothic surrealism 
was brightened by a telephone call to the shore end for 
a train to take us back out of the weather. 

Next morning, however, all was well. The birds sang, 
the sun shone, and on our way to the Floral Hall we 
had a look at the large bathing pool which substitutes 
for the sea, still some distance behind. Too cold yet, 
we decided, and went on to the Floral Hall. 

If the location of a conference makes or mars its 
success, the real test must lie not only in the papers 
read, but in the audience and its reactions. A few years 
ago the Town Planning Institute widened the scope of 
the spring meeting to include local authority members 
and, indeed, anyone who is interested in planning. 

Now conferences should be largely for the definite 
expression of views, for the grinding of axes and beating 
of drums, for the clamorous argument and for the 
expression of the unreasonable as a means of producing 
better reason. 

From these points of view the conference was a little 
genteel. Argument there was, discussion yes, but not 
much heat. Perhaps this was dissipated in the immense 
spaces of the Floral Hall where the two or three hundred 
audience looked a trifle lost (no sitting on the terraces, 
gentlemen, front seats only, please). 

The retiring mayor made a speech full of genuine 
welcome, the institute's president, Mr. Aylmer Coates, 
county planning officer for Lancashire, thanked him, then 
called the first speaker, Mr. J. Adams, 0.B.E., P.P.T.P.1., 
F.LL.A. 

The custom at this conference is to issue the papers 
in advance, leaving the speakers to lead straight to the 
controversial issues and have these picked up by a pro- 
poser and seconder. From the speaker’s point of view 
this method has the disadvantage that he does not know 
how many have actually read his paper. Mr. Adams 
spoke under the heading “Is Our Coastline Ripe for 
Development?” He dwelt on the loss of areas due to 
national defence and commercial demands. He foretold 
of possible long-term dangers from abandoned nuclear 
power stations, which, becoming redundant, might remain, 
because of radioactivity. Yet Mr. Adams did not seek 
to prohibit this development, rather to curtail it to urgent 
national land use claims. 

The case for prohibition of coast town and extra coast 
town sprawl was unanswerable, argued Mr. Adams. Who 


can disagree with him when the rash of caravans, 
bungalows and other surface clutter abounds, and shows 
little signs of being strictly under control. 

A reference to the seasonal employment problems of 
seaside towns prompted the senior planning officer, 
London County Council, Mr. L. W. Lane, to plead for 
the removal of offices to the seaside so that people could 
work there and come to the South Bank for a picnic 
at week-ends. 

The protection of our remaining untouched coast line 
is one thing, and this should be possible. The solution 
to the changed status of some of our resorts was not 
touched upon. There are towns, and one could name 
many, where evidence of diminished status is read in 
the starkness of great Victorian hotels standing empty. 
Some towns even have become official areas of under- 
employment subject to special Government aid. What 
is the real future of these places? Are they ripe for 
redevelopment? And how? Have cheap holidays abroad 
produced the possibilities of ghost towns? These questions 
were not answered and not much discussed. Mr. Jefferson, 
of West Sussex, suggested a limitation of visitors during 
“the season” to reduce traffic congestion. This somewhat 
impracticable suggestion can only spotlight the problems 
of such towns as Herne Bay, Whitstable and Sheerness, 
now to be the subject of Government aid. 

Mr. J. C. Craig illustrated his paper “Under and Over 
the Plan” by slides. He showed problems created for 
planners contemplating urban redevelopment by large- 
scale mains, wires and pipes, all of which are costly to 
move. His plea for planners was to know their obstacles 
and to ensure that individual specialist demands do not 
distort the central theme. He pointed out that the heavy 
cost of mains can inhibit a land use pattern or freeze 
an unsatisfactory street network. 

On the subject of “Clutter and Chaos” overground, 
Mr. Craig asked for an unemotionally critical look at 
the situation, and a drive to produce something better. 
He thought that visual education in all the allied pro- 
fessions was one answer. Another, the critical visual 
appreciation of town surroundings to be taught in all 
schools. He gave some horrifying illustrations of clutter, 
but also, in progressive mood, some examples of detailing 
in the Cromwell Road extension and at the Elephant 
and Castle. Dealing with advertisements, Mr. Craig 
asserted that although there had been great improvements 
since the advertisement regulations there was room for 
further progress. 

Mr. Craig’s paper quoted many details relating to 
underground services. Speaking afterwards, Mr. Richard 
Edmonds, chairman of the L.C.C. town planning com- 
mittee, said he intended to draw upon the contents of 
the paper for its extensive detail. He emphasized the 
cost of dealing with underground services by quoting 
the large sums incurred in diverting mains in the first 
stages of the Hyde Park Corner smprovement. 

Mr. J. D. C. Churchill, of the London Transport 
Executive, did not go unchallenged. Any address today 
on the Future of Public Transport in Town and Country 
is bound to be an argumentative subject. Both sides, 
private and public transport, claim right. Let public 
transport be on equal terms of competition with the 
private car, said Mr. Churchill. As a start let us have 
no street parking unless there is a charge. License 
parking in residential roads at night. Further, for 
planners: it is difficult to make services pay because 
of low density policy. The choice for town planners,

Caravans 

Sir,—Mr. G. D. Andrew (your issue of June 17) sug- 
gests that there should be a competition among architects 
for interior and exterior caravan designs. It is doubtful 
whether architects would have much contribution to make 
in this direction unless they were prepared to spend far 
more time and effort than would be justified by any 
competition. 

A caravan is a highly specialized purpose-built vehicle. 
Bearing in mind the numerous operations to be carried 
on in a limited space, and the unusual number of con- 
flicting factors to be reconciled, it compares very favour- 
ably with the products of other industries. What this 
industry may lack in high-power design departments it 
makes up in a long and valuable experience. 

On the other hand the support of architects for the 
improvements of the design of caravan sites would be 
very welcome. In my opinion the improvements of their 
appearance in the landscape is one of the most important 
needs of this rapidly growing land use. Two years ago I 
called for a competition to encourage the improvement 
of site design and layout. The Caravan Club was pre- 
pared to put up some prize money and administration 
costs, but the amenity and planning interests, whose moral 
backing was felt necessary to the success of the scheme, 
were shy. It appeared that they feared that their blessing

stated Mr. Churchill, is whether public or personal trans- 
port is to be taken as the main means of passenger travel. 

Motoring circles jitter at the thought of payment for 
all street parking. We pay £400 million a year as car 
owners, they say; therefore, put that to providing free 
parking spaces and new highways. 

Undoubtedly both methods of transport in our big 
cities are mutually bringing about the standstill of the 
other. There are now voices raised about the optimum 
number of cars our cities can contain. Some planners 
consider a limitation reasonable for the same arguments 
that density control is generally accepted as reasonable. 
Certainly there can be little argument that, given a 
freedom of action, public transport can economically 
carry far more people in ease and comfort than it does 
today. This is not so with transport in rural areas. 
Mr. Churchill made the point that, because of scattered 
development, a frequent public transport service is too 
expensive. The big questions are still unanswered. How 
shall we lessen congestion? Will any public opinion 
accept the idea of car limitation? Mr. Churchill is not 
the first to point across the Atlantic. There, American 
planners are beginning to talk of a revival of public 
transport. In finishing, Mr. Churchill asked that planners 
should consult with transport authorities before they 
began operations. One wonders whether it would not 
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of efforts to improve sites would be interpreted by some 
people as approval of the bad sites. 

It is not thought a social crime to make a profit out 
of houses, clothing, etc., but the impact of the caravan 
on the national life since 1946 has been so great that 
judgment is disturbed by the repercussions, and anyone 
inside the movement tends to be accused of grinding an 
axe. I therefore invite support from men of understand- 
ing and vision outside the movement.

Building Materials in Scandinavia 

Sir,—I have just returned from one of my regular visits 
to Scandinavia. The objects behind these trips are many, 
as my firm are importers into Great Britain of certain 
to Scandinavian building materials, including glass mosaic, 
ceramic tiles, etc. However, one of the principal reasons 
for going to Denmark and Sweden is to see for oneself 
developments in the use of materials. 

Some five years ago, it was very noticeable that materials 
other than bricks were being used for external walls. 
Since then, each subsequent visit has shown quite obvi- 
ously that there was a swing back to what the Swedes 
describe as “basic materials”—i.e., bricks and timber. 
This year I saw only a handful of buildings, including 
schools, blocks of flats, offices, private houses, etc., that 
were not using bricks as the principal facing material. 
On one building aluminium sheets had been used with 
what seemed to be disastrous results—{a) it was impossible 
to look at the building when the bright sun was shining 
on it, as the reflection was too dazzling, and (b) the 
sheets themselves were badly buckled due to expansion. 

In discussion with members of the building trades in 
both Denmark and Sweden, opinions were expressed that, 
with the very few exceptions (mosaic was mentioned as 
one), non-basic materials had proved unsuccessful, both 
constructionally and from a “cost of maintenance” point 
of view. 

This opinion I have also heard expressed recently in 
this country, so it will be interesting to see whether Great 
Britain will follow the lead of Scandinavia and learn from 
their experiences, or go ahead and learn the hard way.

be preferable for the British Transport Commission to 
employ town planners in their own service. By the time 
Mr. Churchill had finished his paper the weather was 
greatly improved. When Mr. K. S. Hinswortt, M.A., LL.B., 
began his talk on the Lake District National Park, the 
sun was really warm. Southport, hitherto sparsely 
peopled, suddenly became as crowded as, dare one 
whisper it, Southend. Where so many people came from 
in so short a time would be an interesting study for 
a planner sociologist. Everyone was beaming. In the 
shops trade was booming. 

The ubiquitous subject of car parking had its head 
once more raised by Mr. Hinswortt. It is the same 
story. Too many vehicles queuing up for, or avoiding, 
too little parking space. Shall we ever reach the stage, 
as one American commentator has suggested, where a 
pedestrian will be defined as a man who has successfully 
found a place to park his car? 

One of the main points emerging from Mr. Hinswortt’s 
paper is the failure of the Government to back the 
provision of accommodation for visitors with families. 
The Lake District is a National Park. As such, the 
public are entitled to adequate amenities. Of course, 
there are difficulties, but there are always difficulties. 
Mr. Hinswortt posed the problem whether it is right to 
subsidize accommodation for ordinary families. Why not? 
Other countries do not appear to be unable to solve 
this problem. Who knows but that, given a little 
encouragement, someone might actually make such a 
venture pay?

BERKSHIRE 
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TH result of the local competition for a Berkshire 
county boundary sign for the principal road 
approaches was announced on June 25, during the recent 
break in publication. We now illustrate the winning 
design and others of merit. A premium of 20 guineas has 
been awarded to Mr. N. C. Williams, the author of the 
winning design, who is at present co-operating with the 
Council in producing the first sign. The assessor for 
the competition was E. A. Ferriby, chairman-elect of the 
Berkshire Society of Architects and chief architect of the 
Bracknell Development Corporation. 

Competitors were asked to submit an elevation to 
quarter full size; such plan, section, elevation, construc- 
tional details or perspective sketch as might be necessary 
to illustrate the scheme fully; specification notes and 
estimate of cost. A sum of £650 has been provided for 
the forty-two signs, thus each sign was to cost approxi- 
mately £15. The sign was to carry the County Coat of 
Arms and the inscription “Royal County of Berkshire”. 
The letters in the word “Berkshire” were not to be less 
than four inches high. Designs were to be on paper no 
larger than 30in by 22in and each entry was to include 
specification notes. 

Mr. Ferriby, in his report, said that many competitors 
had not given sufficient attention to the arrangement and 
spacing of the lettering and the importance of colour: 
others had been too occupied with details of construction 
before arriving at a good design solution and a number 
had given insufficient information to do justice to their 
submission. 

He also stated that most of the entrants had con- 
centrated on the arrangement of rectangular panels, and 
these designs had the obvious advantage that they were 
more likely to meet the differing site conditions at the 
various points of entry into the County. Generally, too 
little thought had been given to this aspect of the problem, 
and for this reason most of the competitors who had tried 
to get away from the more usual rectangular shape had 
failed.

Boundary sign: constructed mainly in sheet aluminium 
supported on tubular steel supports. 

The metal fascia is to be manufactured in 14 swg 
(-080") sheet aluminium with the letters die pressed and 
the whole painted as indicated. Work to be carried out 
by specialist firm of Ward & Co. (Letters) Ltd., Bristol.

INGATE House, comprising 

seven floors of offices, a car 
park, shops and a cinema, is built on 
a Site adjacent to Shaftesbury Avenue, 
in London. 

The cinema, leased to Columbia 
Pictures Corporation Ltd. and known 
as the Columbia Theatre, occupies a 
position on the site approximately 
coinciding with that of an earlier 
cinema, the Avenue Pavilion, which 
was destroyed during the war. 

The auditorium is of the stadium 
type with a maximum permissible 
capacity of 770 seats, although this 
figure has been reduced to 734 in 
order to improve the seat spacing and 
comfort. 

Projection equipment is of the 
latest type, capable of showing all the 
contemporary forms of projection 
including Todd AO on a large screen 
of variable curvature. 


Ground Floor Entrance 

A main entrance to the cinema is in 
Shaftesbury Avenue on the corner of 
Frith Street and is enclosed by two 
glass sliding doors in stainless steel 
frames each 17ft long for optional 
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Opening in favourable weather con- 
ditions and special gala performances, 
and two pairs of armour plate glass 
swing doors for permanent entry. 

Advertising display panels are in- 
corporated in the architectural wall 
treatment with a further provision for 
transparencies, These are framed in 
black anodized aluminium as are the 
ticket offices which are glazed in 
flashed white opal glass for their full 
extent and brilliantly lit. 


Mezzanine Foyer 

Here the ceiling, in two levels, is 
fibrous plaster painted white, blue and 
black with recessed  floodlights 
illuminating the blue plastic faced 
columns. The main lighting is cold 
cathode tubes concealed behind 
polished hardwood rails and purpose 
made splayed trough fittings stove 
enamelled black bracketed off a 
bronze face upstand between the two 
varying ceiling levels. Illuminated 
striped “Plyglass” laylights under the 
pavement lights finish flush with the 
black lower ceiling. Walls are white 
with teak faced doors to the toilets 
and a glass fronted ticket office as for 
ground floor. The carpeting is 
charcoal grey. Heating is by means 
of recessed convectors and plenum 
ventilation.

The auditorium is egg-shaped on 
plan, the curve of the screen forming

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a segment of the curved walls. Four 
steel girders, the two larger ones 
weighing nearly 50 tons each, give a 
clear span of 54ft. A large ceiling 
void houses ducts and services, with 
various accesses and catwalks for re- 
lamping, etc. The fibrous plaster 
ceiling is at two levels, painted char- 
coal grey at the upper level, with 
random circular openings for extract 
ventilation and lighting. The lower 
ceiling is painted matt black with 
recessed ceiling and concealed peri- 
meter wall lighting. Walls are of 
fibrous plaster faceted where acousti- 
cally required and painted matt dove 
grey with natural hardwood wall rail 
and skirting. Blending with the wall 
treatment are pivoted slats for inlet 
ventilation and effects speakers. Cur- 
tains to the proscenium are of white 
glass fabric and a second set to the 
curve of the screen are in light grey 
glass fabric; the curtains § are 
illuminated by concealed head and 
footlights. Reveals and soffit to the 
entrance doors are finished figured 
teak. 

Seating is upholstered in foam 
rubber, covered in tan moquette. 

The entire cinema floor is close 
carpeted in patterned light and dark 
grey carpet. 

The auditorium is ventilated by a 
plenum system and in_ addition 
warmed by recessed convector heaters.

HE clients for this garage, 

Southern Autos Ltd., of Canter- 
bury, required car showroom, repair 
shop and petrol filling station on the 
foundations of a garage in Rose Lane, 
destroyed during the war. Rose Lane 
is due to be widened under the city 
plan and become the main artery 
between the High Street and the new 
Civic Centre in Watling Street. 


Planning 

Plan requirements of the filling 
station caused the building to be set 
back from the road, and the possi- 
bility of a future service road on the 
north side of the building meant that 
only a temporary display building 
could be erected on that area. 

It was desirable to have as little 
obstruction as possible for the display 
of the cars and, so that prospective 
customers should not be inhibited by

glass or doors, the whole of the front 
of the building was left open so that 
people may walk freely into the show- 
room. This is sealed off by metal 
gates when the premises are closed. 
The workshop section is separated 
from showroom by a glazed asbestos 
screen. 


Design 

The main building was conceived as 
a blank steel-framed rectangular box 
with glass and brick infill. Front 
display areas are paved with pre-cast 
concrete paving stones with black 
brick dividing strips. The same area 
is also covered with a low suspended 
ceiling of pine battens. This serves 
to delineate the display area, to inten- 
sify the artificial light, and to create 
some sparkle when the sun shines 
through the battens. 

The interior colour scheme was 
kept simple and applied finishes re- 
duced to a minimum. All structural 
steelwork is painted black with chlori- 
nated rubber paint and all joinery 
painted white.

The ground floor contains three cor parking 
lubrication bays, wash bay, salesroom 
and refreshment room; on the first 
floor there is office accommodation 
and the second floor will be utilized 
as a warehouse for storage of stocks 
and accessories. Access to these 
upper floors is by a staircase from the 
side of the building. 














Layout 


The layout of the forecourt, which 
has a frontage of 130ft and a maxi- 
mum depth of 110ft, provides two 
large pump islands set 30ft apart, 
each island design being a _ self- 
contained unit with four petrol 
pumps. This layout enables adequate 
service to eight car positions. Each 
island is provided with a kiosk con- 
structed of timber and glass. These 
are for the use of the forecourt 
attendants and each kiosk is equipped 
with a bulk engine oil dispensing unit 
for topping up the engines. 

Air and water services have been 
provided at two points on the fore- 
court so that motorists can draw 
away from the pump islands without

interruption to the main flow of cars 
entering the forecourt. 

Special attention has been given to 
the provision of facilities for scooters 
and mopeds by the construction of a 
two stroke service island fed by 
Petroilers. 

Car parking facilities are situated 
at the northern end of the site, be- 
tween Junction Road and Belgrave 
Gate. 

The building itself is brilliantly lit 
at ground floor level with extra illumi- 
nation from the forecourt. This is 
also decorated with flower beds, 
window boxes and hanging boxes. 


Construction 


The structure of the building is re- 
inforced concrete. The main part of 
the elevation is faced with 2in thick 
pre-cast concrete slabs with exposed 
aggregate of Mountsorrel granite and 
Whittington Moor granite. All slabs 
have been silicone treated for water 
resistance and to discourage soot and 
dirt lodgement. The staircase block 
is faced with “Ibstock” light buff 
facing bricks. 


Equipment 


The station is equipped with the 
most modern lubricating and washing 
units. Each lubrication bay has an 
automatic lift, servicing being under- 
taken from hose reels sited in the wall 
at the rear of each bay. These units 
dispense the oil through meters and 
waste oil from sumps is drained into 
sump drainers and collected in a 500 
gallon tank sited under the service 
road. The washer in the wash bay is 
so positioned to enable cars to make 
a through circulation.

To use 
materials for construction and finishes 
which establish a relationship with 
time and the users of the building. 
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ib this design the site is treated not 
as a group of buildings huddled 
in one corner of an area of playing 
fields, but as 2 complete and coherent 
piece of landscape, developed to its 
fullest possibilities and to every 
boundary. As a result the college 
makes its presence felt in an area that 
is neither urban nor rural in character 
and is surrounded by small-scale 
development. 

Point-blocks or high residential 
systems are avoided as being in- 
appropriate. With a restriction in the 
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height of the buildings to a maximum 
of four storeys, a vertical feature is 
incorporated which is visible from 
The Backs and signals the presence 
of the college on what is a com- 
paritively outlying site. 

Since the programme indicated that 
the social and communal buildings 
are likely to be less imposing and 
dominant than in the older colleges, 
these are placed together so that as 
a group they can dominate and con- 
trast with the residential accommo- 
dation.

A QUALITY of serenity is aimed 
for in this design and it is in- 
tended to welcome rather than to 
exclude. South-east and south-west 
corners of the college are, therefore, 
kept open to views from the outside. 
The hall group is placed in Madingley 
Road for the same reason. 

From the inside the diagonals are 
open and extended. By raising the 
west building of the Great Court on 
columns, the long, pleasant grass slope 
to the west is brought, so to speak, 
across the water and into the college. 

The water has three purposes: to 
echo the Backs; to enclose the 
college from the west; and for 
ornament. 

The elevations are considered to be 
a vital part of the architectural con- 
ception. Varying window spacing 
reflects the size and character of the 
different types of rooms. 

Looked at another way, these cleva- 
tions are similar in principle to the 
sixteenth and seventeenth century 
conception of a “giant order”, in this 
case going through three floors.

CHANGES IN PLANNING 


APPLICATIONS 


By F. H. B. LAYFIELD 


In future every planning application and every planning appeal must be 


accompanied by certain certificates. 


affected at some stage by the new procedure 


THE day of a simple straightforward planning applica- 
tion is over. On and after August 16, 1959, every 
planning application and every planning appeal, if it is to 
receive consideration, must be accompanied by one or 
more certificates. In certain cases these certificates refer 
to advertisements which have been placed in local news- 
papers and/or to the prior service of notices. These new 
requirements are created by the Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1959, Sections 36 and 37 and the Town and 
Country Planning General Developments Order, 1959. 
Each stage in the new procedure is considered below and 
where the abbreviation G.D.O. occurs it refers to the 1959 
G.D.O. and not to the other G.D.O. still in force, namely 
that of 1950. 

It should be emphasized, at the start, that the need or 
otherwise for planning permission is not altered by the 
new Act. If in the past, permission was not needed in 
order to do a particular thing, then it will still not be 
needed. If, on the other hand, such activity did require 
planning permission in the past then it will still need 
permission. The difference is that now, when an appli- 
cation is made to the county district or county borough 
council, the following arrangements will be additional to 
those operating hitherto. 


1. What the applicant must provide in 


addition to the application 
(a) Where the following conditions exist 

(i) that the applicant is the owner or tenant of every 
part of the land included in the application, and 

(ii) that none of the land concerned is an agricultural 
holding or part of one; 
then a certificate must be provided that these facts are so. 
Owner for these purposes means the owner of the freehold, 
and any person who is a tenant with more than ten years 
of his tenancy still to run. 

(b) If, however, the applicant is not the owner or tenant 
of all the land concerned then he must do one of three 
things, either 

(i) he must provide a certificate that he has served notice 
of the application on everyone who is an owner of any 
part of the land concerned, giving the names, addresses 
and dates of service for each; 
or, if he does not know the names and addresses of some 
owners of the land concerned then 

(ii) he must serve notice of the application on those 
owners whose names and addresses he does know, and, 
in lieu of service on the remainder, he must advertise the 
submission of the application in a local newspaper, and 
the certificate he provides must state these facts, including 
the fact that he does not know all the names and addresses 
and giving the names, addresses and dates of services that 
he does know; 
or, if he does not know the names and addresses of any 
of the owners of the land concerned then 

(iii) he must advertise the submission of the application 
in a local newspaper and provide a certificate that this has 


Every architect and builder is likely to be 


been done and include in the certificate a statement that 
he does not know the names and addresses of any of the 
owners concerned. 

In each of these three cases just mentioned, the applicant 
must in addition include in the certificate a statement that 
none of the land in question is, or forms part of, an 
agricultural holding. 

(c) If, however, the application does relate to land which 
is an agricultural holding or forms part of one then 

(i) the applicant must certify that he has given notice 
of the application to every tenant of any agricultural 
holding affected, together with their names, addresses and 
dates of service for each tenant, and 

(ii) there is no provision to take any action in lieu of 
service in this instance, so the tenancies must, in fact, be 
ascertained; 

(iii) this certificate, when it is needed, must form part 
of the certificate given in any of the preceding cases. 

(d) Where the application is to build or use land for 
any of the following special classes, namely: a public 
convenience; the disposal of waste or refuse; sewage 
dosposal; a slaughter house; a knacker’s yard; a theatre; 
cinema; music hall; dancehall; skating rink; swimming 
bath; Turkish or similar baths; or indoor games: 
then the applicant must 

(i) advertise the application in a local newspaper stating 
where the plans and all documents that are to be sub- 
mitted to the authority can be inspected; 

(ii) make the plans available for inspection at all reason- 
able times for 21 days after advertisement is published at 
the place named in the advertisement and which must be 
in the locality concerned. Clearly this will often be the 
local authorities’ offices and though the local authority 
is not obliged to agree to this course it may often be in 
everyone's interest that they should; 

(iii) certify that the advertisement has been inserted on 
a stated date, enclosing a copy of the notice; 

(iv) submit the application with the certificate within 
21 days of the publication of the advertisement. 


2. The form of the Certificates, Notices 


and Advertisements 


All the notices of submission of an application, the 
certificates to be provided by an applicant and the 
advertisements to be published must be in the form set 
out in the schedules to the G.D.O. It is not necessary that 
notices or certificates must actually be written on a printed 
form; they need only follow the pattern set out in the 
schedules mentioned. 

But in fact it is likely that most local authorities have 
forms available which can be obtained on request. As 
there are a large number of different combinations avail- 
able, applicants asking a local authority for copies may 
be well advised to specify precisely what they want.

3. To whom 
addressed 
Certificates and copies of advertisements, which the Act 
requires to be provided, should accompany the application. 
It is not clear whether the Act means that the necessary 
documents must be attached to the application when it is 
made or merely that the documents must be with the 
application by the time the authority comes to consider it. 
Until this is clarified applicants cannot go wrong if they 
assume that all the necessary documents should be attached 
to the application when it is submitted to the authority. 
The question then arises to whom should the documents 
be submitted? 

All the documents should be treated as a normal plan- 
ning application as treated now, namely, submitted to the 
relevant county district council or county borough council. 
If the application is called-in by the Minister then the 
documents should be sent to the Minister. Similarly, 
when local authorities are themselves applying for plan- 
ning permission, in cases where they require it, then the 
same rules apply and the resultant documents should be 
sent to the Minister. 

The question of procedure on appeal is considered 
below.

4. Penalties 

Penalties are provided in the Act for the false or reck- 
less issue of any certificate relating to owners or agri- 
cultural tenants or of certificates about the publication 
of advertisements in lieu thereof. Anyone who issues such 
a certificate which contains a statement that he knows to 
be false or misleading in a material particular is liable, on 
conviction, to a fine of up to £50. 


5. Interested Persons 

In the 21 days which follow the publication of an 
advertisement or the receipt of notice of submission of 
an application : 

(a) Any interested party where the advertisement is a 
general one (i.e., about the special classes of development); 

(b) any owner who has received a notice or read an 
advertisement addressed to owners; or 

(c) any agricultural tenant who receives a notice may 
make representations to the council named in the notice 
or advertisement. These representations do not have to 
be either on, or in, any particular form, but it is suggested 
that they should: 

(i) Identify the development concerned, usually by 
literal reference to the heading of the notice or advertise- 
ment; 

(ii) state the name, address and interest of the writer, 
i.e., owner of land concerned, agricultural tenant, adjoining 
owner, secretary of preservation society, etc. As the local 
authority must notify the result of the application to any 
person making representations who satisfies them that he 
is an Owner or agricultural tenant of land affected, it may 
well be wise to send the representations through a 
solicitor; 

(iii) describe the location of the writer’s property where- 
ever this is relevant and this may best be done by means 
of a marked map or plan; 

(iv) set out concisely and clearly the nature and grounds 
of the representations. 

It will be observed that the Act refers to representations 
and not to objections, thus clearly envisaging that repre- 
sentations may be made that are in support of any 
proposal as well as those that are against it. 


6. Functions of the authority 


Who is to deal with an application, as distinct from 
who receives it, will be decided, in future as in the past, 
by the present delegation agreements. If an application 
is of a kind which should be dealt with by the local 
authority then it will continue to be so, otherwise it will 
be dealt with by the local planning authority (in county 
boroughs, of course, these two are the same) or by the 
Minister where the application is called-in or is an applica- 
tion, in certain instances, by a local authority itself. 

In all cases the authority who must decide the applica- 
tion will be bound by the following rules: 

(a) the authority may not entertain the application in 
any case until it is satisfied that it is accompanied by the 
appropriate documents as set out above. In future every 
application must be accompanied by at least one 
certificate; 

(b) When free to entertain 
authority is satisfied that 

(i) the applicant is the owner or tenant of all the land 
concerned; and 

(ii) no agricultural tenancy is affected; and 

(iii) the development is not within the special classes 
mentioned above; 
then they may proceed without delay to determine the 
application. 

(c) In all other cases they must not determine the appli- 
cation until 21 days have elapsed since either the service 
of the last notice, or the publication of an advertisement, 
or whichever of these is the later. 

(d) When the authority are free to determine the 
application 

(i) if the development concerned is within the special 
classes they shall take into account any representations 
received by them in time i.e., reaching them within 21 
days of publication of the advertisement; 

(ii) in every other case the authority are only obliged 
to take into account representations received in time from 
persons who satisfy the authority that they are either 
owners or agricultural tenants of the land concerned. 
“In time”, in this instance means within 21 days of the 
latest service of a notice or publication of an advertise- 
ment. 

(e) Whenever the authority are under an obligation to 
take into account representations then they are under a 
corresponding obligation to give notice of their decision 
to every person who makes such a representation. 

Local authorities should note, however, that the two 
months period from receipt of an application in which 
they are expected to give notice of their decision (as laid 
down in Article 5 (8) of the 1950 G.D.O.) has not been 
changed by the present Act or G.D.O.

7. Procedure on appeal 


If planning permission has been refused and the appli- 
cant decides to appeal he is obliged to follow substantially 
the same procedure as that for making the initial applica- 
tion. Upon appeal the applicant must 

(a) Provide the same certificates, this time addressed to 
the Minister, as before namely certifying that the appellant 

(i) is the owner or tenant of all the appeal land and that 
there are no agricultural tenancies; or 

(ii) if he is not owner or tenant of all the appeal land 
that he has served notice of the appeal on all the owners, 
stating their names and addresses and the date of service 
of the notice on each; or 

(iii) if, not being the owner or tenant of all the appeal 
land and not knowing the names and addresses of all 
the owners, that he has served notice of the appeal on 
those he does know, and give their names and addresses 
and the date of service of the notice on each and stating 
that he does not know the names and addresses of the 
rernainder; and 
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(iv) that he has advertised the appeal in a local news- 
paper not more than 21 days before the actual submission 
of the appeal. 

(v) If, once again not being the owner and tenant of 
all the appeal land, he does not know the names and 
addresses of any of the owners stating that fact and that 
he has advertised the appeal as just mentioned above. 

(b) If, however, there are agricultural tenancies the 
appellant must add to the appropriate certificate a further 
statement that he has served notice of appeal on every 
tenant of any agricultural holding directly affected by the 
appeal, giving the names and addresses of each tenant and 
the date of service on each. 

(c) These notices, certificates and advertisements must 
follow the prescribed form as set out in the Schedules to 
the G.D.O. Penalties for, false or misleading statements 
are the same as in the case of applications. 

(d) The Minister shall not entertain the appeal unless he 
is satisfied that it is accompanied by the necessary docu- 
ments. It should be noted carefully by potential appellants 
and their advisers that the period of time in which an 
appeal against a refusal can be lodged has not been 
changed; it is still 28 days from the date of refusal. This 
new procedure may well make the submission of an 
appeal a difficult matter. In 28 days, apart from making 
the decision to appeal on reading the terms of the refusal, 
all the necessary notices must be served, the advertisement 
inserted (and it must be remembered the appeal has to 
be made, i.e., submitted, within 21 days of that publica- 
tion), the certificates made out, the grounds of appeal 
drafted and the whole batch of documents sent to the 
Ministry. There will be so much to do in 28 days in many 
cases that the way in which the Ministry interpret the 
word accompany may be of great importance to appellants. 

(c) Owners and agricultural tenants have 21 days after 
receipt by them of a notice of appeal or the publication 
of an advertisement in which to make representations to 
the Minister. These representations, like those on an appli- 
cation, may be in support of the appeal as well as in oppo- 
sition to it. The Minister, like the local authorities, is 
bound to take account of these representations if they are 
made in time and if their makers satisfy him that they are 
owners or agricultural tenants of land involved. 

(d) The Minister shall not determine the appeal until 
21 days after the service of the last notice or of publica- 
tion of the advertisement whichever is the later. When- 
ever after the end of that period he does determine the 
appeal he must give notice of his decision to all those 
whose representations he was obliged to take into account. 


8. Enforcement Notices 


When a local planning authority serves an enforcement 
notice on an owner or occupier of property, Section 23 of 
the 1947 Act provides that the recipient may make applica- 
tion for planning permission to retain the allegedly contra- 
vening development. Such an application must be made 
within 28 days of the service of the notice and the same 
procedure, with regard to notices, advertisements and 
certificates, applies to such applications as to any normal 
application. Here, as with appeals, applicants are in many 
instances going to have to move very quickly. 

9. Application of the new Rules 
The rules set out above are now effective. They apply 


to England and Wales in the form described above. They 
also apply to Scotland with two minor changes in the

definitions employed. Wherever in the Act as it applies 
to England and Wales a certificate should state that the 
applicant is the owner or tenant of every part of the land 
involved then in Scotland the certificate should show that 
in respect of every part of the land the applicant is the 
proprietor of the dominium utile or is the lessee thereof. 

Further in its application to Scotland owner is defined 
as any person who under the Land Clauses Acts would be 
able to sell or convey the land to the promoters of an 
undertaking and any lessee with more than ten years of 
his lease to run. 


10. Conclusion 

The new rules will undoubtedly discourage the making 
of planning applications by persons other than owners or 
long-term tenants of land, as was probably intended. Over 
an extremely limited range of development the local public 
will be better informed about applications presently under 
consideration. Local planning authorities are likely 
thereby to find the number of applications made to them 


‘ somewhat reduced, though by a problematical percentage. 


Their task in considering many applications may also be 
lightened. 

On the other hand, at least tens of thousands of new 
documents must pass through their hands and there is 
likely to be much argument and confusion over the new 
rules. They are most definitely not well-drafted, they are 
not easy to follow and will vastly increase the clerical and 
administrative effort needed by all authorities and by the 
Ministry as well as by developers. It seems a safe 
prophecy that the new rules will slow down planning 
machinery; what remains to be seen is whether the im- 
provements they create are worth the price that is likely 
to be paid.

Foundation Drilling 
Equipment (D) 


A new method of constructing 
foundations for large buildings, 
bridges and other structures calling 
for heavily loaded foundations was 
recently demonstrated at a construc- 
tion site in Central London. Shafts 
of up to 80ft in depth can be 
drilled in clay or granular media and 
a belled out base can be provided if 
required. A conventional mobile 
excavator is used as the prime mover 
or power source. A boom is attached 
to the excavator, and this supports an 
auger which draws the earth from 
the ground in the same way as a cork 
is drawn from a bottle. The auger 
bits are made in a variety of sizes, 
and it is claimed that foundations can 
be created in a few hours which are 
capable of carrying loads of up to 
2,000 tons. In cases where the con- 
crete foundation is to be particularly 
heavy loaded, the base can_ be 
expanded to more than twice the 
diameter of the shaft by replacing the 
auger with a belling tool. Speeds of 
more than 20ft/hr can be achieved 
by the machine when sinking shafts 
in clay. If the initial drilling is carried 
out in granular materials to enable 
the shaft to be terminated in_ under- 
lying clay soil, linings can be inserted 
to a depth of 25ft in the smaller
